A lot of people, including many experts both in 
and out of the industry, have spent considerable 
time finding out just what this is going to mean to 
the oil business.

TREATING A “NEW”’ DISEASE 
By Science Features 


A mysterious disease called pan- 
creatic fibrosis affects one out of 
600 infants. Treated for many 
years, as a combination of pneu- 
monia and an intestinal disease 
causing malnutrition, it almost al- 
ways proved fatal to the young 
sufferers, Even though thousands 
of children were affected, pancrea- 
tic fibrosis was regarded as a 
“new” disease by many doctors, 

Finally, in 
1938, Dr. Doro- 
thy H. Andersen 


of Columbia 
University, put 
together the 
symptoms and 
various changes 
made on the 
body by pan- 
creatic fibrosis, 
and medical sci- 
ence recognized 
the “new” dis- 


ease, 

fibrosis produces a 
double attack on youngsters. A 
heavy mucus liquid forms in the 
lungs causing a severe cough and 
hampering breathing, This condi- 
tion also results in frequent infec- 
tions, such as pneumonia and bron- 
chitis. The second set of symptoms 
affects the pancreas and it fails to 
deliver its quota of enzymes to the 
digestive system. The children, 
though they eat large amounts of 
food, are underweight and suffer 
from malnutrition, 

As a result of medical research, 
better methods for treating these 
patients have been evolved. A ser- 
les of tests on 49 patients was re- 
cently conducted for 15 months by 
four Boston doctors. They found 
that the broad-range antibiotics, 
such as terramycin, were the most 
effective in this disease, protecting 
the child against lung infections 
and at the same time stimulating 
his growth. With proper diet and 
careful treatment, the children now

I am an American. 
Listen to my words, Fascist, Communist.

My ancestors have left their blood on the green 
at Lexington and the snow at Valley Forge 
on the walls of Fort Sumter and the fields 
at Gettysburg 
on the waters of the River Marne and in 
the shadows of the Argonne Forest 
on the beachheads of Salerno and Nor- 
mandy and the sands of Okinawa 
on the bare, bleak hills called Pork Chop 
and Old Baldy and Heartbreak Ridge. 
A million and more of my countrymen have died 
for freedom. 
My country is their eternal monument. 
They live on in the laughter of a small boy as 
he watches a circus clown’s antics 
and in the sweet, delicious coldness of the

miles of Kansas 
in the milling of cattle in the stockyards of 
Chicago 
the precision of an assembly line in an 
automobile factory in Detroit 
and the perpetual red glow of the nocturnal 
skylines of Pittsburgh and Birmingham and 
Gary. 
They live on in the voice of a young Jewish boy 
saying the sacred words from the Torah: “Hear 
O Israel: the Lord our God, the Lord is One. 
Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart and with all thy soul and with all thy 
might.” 
. . . and in the voice of a Catholic girl praying: 
“Hail, Mary, full of grace, the Lord is with 
theen ea" 
and in the voice of a Protestant boy sing-

An American named Carl Sandburg wrote these 
words: 

“I know a Jew fishcrier down on Maxwell 
Street with a voice like a north wind 
blowing over corn stubble in January. 

He dangles herring before prospective cus- 
tomers evincing a joy identical with that 
of Pavlova dancing. 

His face is that of a man terribly glad to be 
selling fish, terribly glad that God made 
fish, and customers to whom he may call 
his wares from a pushcart.” 

There is a voice in the soul of every human 
being that cries out to be free. America has ans- 
wered that voice. 

America has offered freedom and opportunity 
such as no land before her has ever known, to 
a Jew fishcrier down on Maxwell Street with the 
face of a man terribly glad to be selling fish. 
She has given him the right to own his pushcart, 
to sell his herring on Maxwell Street, 

she has given him an education for his 

children, and a tremendous faith in the 

nation that has made these things his. 

Multiply that fishcrier by 160,000,000—160,000,-

terribly glad to be what they are, terribly glad 
to be free to work and eat and sleep and speak 
and love and pray and live as they desire, as 
they believe!
